Eastham  is  a quintessential  paradise,  where  the  Outer  Cape  begins.  Originally  called 
Nauset,  Eastham  is  a narrow  strip  of  rural  country  with  marshes,  ponds,  bogs,  and 
forests  that  are  unharmed  by  time.  It  is  bordered  on  the  east  with  miles  of  the  majestic 
Atlantic  Ocean,  and  on  its  west  by  Cape  Cod  Bay. 

Eastham  is  one  of  the  first  pages  in  American  history.  First  Encounter  Beach  is  the 
site  of  the  first  meeting  between  the  Pilgrims  and  the  American  Indians.  In  1 620,  a 
small  band  of  Pilgrims  from  the  Mayflower  was  led  by  Miles  Standish  on  a hunting 
expedition.  The  Indians,  recalling  kidnappings  by  early  English  slave  traders,  sent  a 
warning  of  arrows,  which  was  answered  by  musket  fire  before  each  party  fled. 

Eastham  was  settled  in  1 644  by  Pilgrims  who  were  dissatisfied  with  the  poor 
quality  of  the  lands  granted  to  them  in  Plymouth.  Descendants  of  the  original  settlers 
still  live  in  the  area;  their  names  are  evident  on  mailboxes  and  street  signs.  Three  of  the 
original  passengers  of  the  Mayflower  are  buried  in  the  Cove  Burial  Ground. 

Once  home  to  whaling,  fishing,  salt  works,  and  asparagus  farming,  Eastham  is  now 
best  known  Cape  wide  as  well  as  world  wide  for  its  beaches  and  conservation  areas. 
As  the  Gateway  to  Cape  Cod  National  Seashore,  protecting  over  27,000  acres  of  the 
Outer  Cape,  and  one  third  of  the  town,  Eastham  has  changed  very  little  since  Thoreau 
wrote  his  masterpiece,  ‘ Cape  Cod’,  over  one  hundred  years  ago. 

Today  Eastham  proudly  continues  its  heritage.  You  are  invited  to  enjoy  this  conser- 
vancy with  miles  of  walking  and  bike  trails  through  woods,  fields,  marshes,  and  several 
designated  historical  sites  and  areas,  many  of  which  are  in  the  National  Historic 
Register  of  Places.  Our  hospitality  is  extended  in  our  quaint  inns,  modern  motels, 
B&Bs,  cottages  and  campsites  all  conveniently  located  near  country  shops,  restaurants 
and  the  service  trades.

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A Walk  Around  the  Olde  Town 

Historic  District 

Start  at  the  A Salt  Pond  Visitor  Center  of  the 
Cape  Cod  National  Seashore.  Directly  across  is 
the  B Schoolhouse  Museum,  1869.  Next  to  that 
is  a full  Cape,  the  C Bertha  Keefe  House  c.  1 828. 
Cross  Route  6 at  the  lights,  on  your  right  is  the  D 
Inn  at  the  Oaks;  a Queen  Anne  Victorian  built  in 
1 869.  At  the  corner  of  Route  6 and  Salt  Pond 
Road  is  the  E Old  Town  Hall,  1851.  Continue  on 
Salt  Pond  Road,  the  F Joseph  Cobb  an  1 848 
Greek  Revival  house  is  on  your  left.  The  old  Town 
Pump  and  Watering  Trough  are  situated  at  the 
fork.  To  the  left  is  the  G Philander  Shaw  House,  a 
1 795  full  Cape,  and  across  the  road  is  the  IK!  Deborah  Doane  House,  c.  1 830,  up 
Deborah  Doane  Way.  Back  on  Locust  Road,  the  I Captain  Savage  House,  an  1 850 
Greek  Revival  with  beautiful  gardens.  On  your  right  is  the]  Knowles-Doane  House, 

1 765,  a fine  half  Cape  house.  Continue  up  Locust  Road,  at  the  top  of  the  hill  on  your 
right  is  the  1 820  full  Cape  SC  Moore  House,  next  to  it  the  c.  1 869  L Barnabus 
Chipman  House,  a Greek  Revival,  and  directly  opposite  is  the  I 700  M John  Knowles 
House.  Turn  left  onto  Mill  Road,  a few  hundred  yards  on  your  left  is  the  M Truesdale 
Fife  House.  Go  up  the  hill  to  the 
O Windmill  where  during 
summer  months  the  Town  Miller 
grinds  corn.  Turn  left  on  Depot 
Road  and  left  on  Route  6.  A 
hundred  yards  down  is  the  1 823 
P Sullivan  House  and  Cottage.  A 
beautiful  view  of  Salt  Pond  and 
Nauset  Inlet  is  visible  at  this 
point.  Continue  a little  way  to 
the  QJohn  Sparrow  House, 

1 823,  and  the  R Jesse  Collins  lot, 
the  Federal  Style  house  on  the 
corner  of  Locust  Road  was 
recently  taken  by  fire.  Continue 
to  the  traffic  lights  on  Route  6 
and  cross  back  to  the  A Salt 
Pond  Visitor  Center.

Museums  & Historic  Sites 


EASTHAM  WINDMILL,  ( 1 7)  located  on 
Windmill  Green  across  from  Town  Hall,  is 
the  only  Cape  Cod  Windmill  still  on  a 
working  site.  It  is  a mock  mill  of  an  En- 
glish/French style  most  likely  built  in  Ply- 
mouth in  the  early  1 680s.  It  was  moved  to 
Truro  in  the  1770s,  to  Eastham  by  Salt 
Pond  in  1793,  and  to  its  present  site  in 
1808.  Open  1 0am-5pm  summer.  NRHP * 


OLD  SCHOOLHOUSE  MUSEUM  ( 1 2) 
is  on  Nauset  Road  opposite  Cape  Cod  Na- 
tional Seashore’s  Salt  Pond  Visitor  Cen- 
ter. It  is  a one-room  schoolhouse  built  in 
1 869,  which  served  the  town  until  1 936. 
The  museum  displays  various  objects  from 
the  town’s  history,  including  farming,  ship- 
wrecks, the  Life  Saving  Service,  the  school 
and  daily  life.  Open  Tuesday  - Wednesday 
I -4pm  and  Thursday  - Friday  1 0am-4pm 
in  July  & August.  Open  Saturdays  in  Sep- 
tember I -4pm.  Bus  tours  in  June,  Septem- 
ber & October  by  appointment,  508-255- 
6896.  NRHP 4 


OLDE  TOWN  CENTER  HISTORIC 
DISTRICT,  (F4,G4)  listed  in  the  Massa- 
chusetts Historical  Register,  offers  a fasci- 
nating walking  tour  past  seventeen  histori- 
cally and  architecturally  significant  homes. 
(See  page  3 7) 

SWIFT-DALEY  HOUSE  MUSEUM  ( 1 8) 
is  located  on  Route  6 next  to  the  Post  Of- 
fice. Built  in  1741,  its  bowed  roof  is  typi- 
cal of  early  houses  built  by  ships’  carpen- 
ters, with  wide  board  floors,  deep  kitchen 
fireplace  and  narrow  stairways.  Completely 
furnished,  its  collection  includes  examples 
of  period  clothing,  china,  quilts  and  house- 
hold items.  Open  July  & August,  Monday  - 
Friday,  1 0am- 1 pm.  Saturday,  September 
13th  1 0am -3pm.  NRHP * 

THREE  SISTERS  OF  NAUSET 
LIGHTHOUSES(2) 

The  Nauset  Beach  Light  Station  was  es- 
tablished in  1838  with  three  small  brick 
towers.  In  1 892,  as  the  Atlantic  was  about 
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to  claim  the  brick  towers,  three  new  tow- 
ers of  wood  were  commissioned.  In  1 9 1 I , 
two  were  abandoned  leaving  the  center 
tower  known  as  “The  Beacon”  until  1 923. 
Today  the  wooden  set  of  the  “Three  Sis- 
ters” has  been  reunited,  restored,  and  pre- 
served by  the  Cape  Cod  National  Sea- 
shore. NRHP 

OLD  COAST  GUARD  STATION  (7) 

Since  the  early  years  of  the  Pilgrims,  the 
Outer  Beach  of  Cape  Cod  was  known  as  a 
notorious  “graveyard  of  ships”.  In  1871 , 
the  United  States  Congress  appropriated 
funds  for  9 life  saving  stations  along  the 
outer  shores.  The  Nauset  Station  was  built 
and  served  for  many  years.  It  was  rebuilt 
in  1 937  and  currently  stands  overlooking 
the  Atlantic  Ocean. 

CHESTER  RANTLETT  TOOL 
MUSEUM,  ( 1 8)  located  behind  the  Swift- 
Daley  House,  displays  hundreds  of  tools, 
many  unusual  and  unique  to  New  England. 
On  the  same  site  is  the  A.  Thomas  Dill 
Beach  Camp,  a survivor  of  the  1 978  storm 
that  ravaged  the  spit  south  of  the  Coast 
Guard  Station.  Open  Monday  through  Fri- 
day in  July  & August,  1 0am  - I pm.  NRHP 

INDIAN  ROCK  AT  SKIFF  HILL  (2 1 ) is 

a huge,  fine-grained  metamorphic  rock 
with  abrasive  qualities  that  shows  its  scars 
from  years  of  grinding  and  polishing  imple- 
ments made  of  stone  and  animal  bones. 

PENNIMAN  HOUSE,  (23)  on  Gover- 
nor Prence  Road  at  Fort  Hill,  was  built  by 
Captain  Edward  Penniman.  The  house  was 
constructed  in  1868,  in  the  Second  Em- 
pire style,  making  it  a favorite  of  both  ar- 
chitectural and  history  buffs.  As  one  of  the 
most  resplendent  sea  captain’s  homes  on 
the  Cape,  it  denotes  the  once  profitable 
whaling  industry.  Open  seasonally,  contact 
Salt  Pond  Visitor  Center  (508)  255-342 1 
NRHP 


NAUSET  LIGHT  (3)  In  1 923  the  Light- 
house Service  replaced  “the  Beacon”  with 
one  of  Chatham’s  cast  iron  and  brick  lined 
towers  built  in  1 877.  In  1 940,  it  was  painted 
a distinctive  red  and  white.  The  light  char- 
acteristic was  changed  in  1981  from  three 
white  flashes  to  alternating  red  and  white. 
Threatened  by  erosion  in  the  1 990s,  East- 
ham residents  formed  the  Nauset  Light 
Preservation  Society  in  1 993  to  save  and 
restore  the  lighthouse  and  oil  house,  an 
effort  realized  in  I 996.  In  October  1 998, 
the  1875  lighthouse  keeper’s  home  was 
also  moved  and  reunited  with  the  light 
tower  and  oil  house.  NRHP 

COVE  BURIAL  GROUND  (24) 

This  ancient  cemetery,  which  dates  from 
the  mid  1 600s  to  1 770,  is  one  of  the  old- 
est cemeteries  on  Cape  Cod.  It  has  some 
of  the  oldest  slate  gravestones  and  the  old- 
est known  inscribed  fieldstone  gravestones 
on  the  Cape.  Located  near  Town  Cove  on 
Route  6,  it  marks  the  sites  of  the  town’s 
first  Congregational  Church.  It  is  the  final 
resting  place  of  three  Mayflower  passen- 
gers: Constance  Hopkins  Snow  ( 1 677),  Lt. 
Joseph  Rogers  ( 1 678),  and  Giles  Hopkins 
( 1 690),  as  well  as  most  of  the  oldest  fami- 
lies known  to  Eastham.  NRHP 

BRIDGE  ROAD  CEMETERY  (20) 

This  cemetery  is  noted  for  its  variety  of 
gravestone  styles  spanning  two  centuries 
from  1 754  to  1 886.  Some  have  elaborate 
inscriptions  and  epitaphs.  NRHP 

Also  of  historical  significance  are  two  ad- 
ditional Eastham  cemeteries:  Evergreen 
Cemetery  (9)  dating  back  to  1806  and 
Congregational  and  Soldiers  Cemetery 
(10)  started  in  1813  are  located  side  by 
side  on  Route  6 in  Eastham 
(#)  denotes  placement  on  map  on  page  44 
*NRHP:  National  Register  of  Historic  Places 
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Cape  Cod  National  Seashore 


President  John  F.  Kennedy  signed  a bill  on 
August  7,  1961  making  the  Cape  Cod  National 
Seashore  a reality.  The  Seashore  includes 
44,000  acres,  27,000  of  which  are  uplands  in 
six  towns  - Chatham,  Orleans,  EASTHAM, 
Wellfleet,  Truro,  and  Provincetown.  The  work 
of  the  Cape  Cod  National  Seashore  involves 
conservation  and  preservation  of  the 
magnificent  natural  and  cultural  resources  of 
the  Cape  as  well  as  providing  for  the 
enjoyment  of  visitors.  The  Cape  Cod 
National  Seashore  offers  visitors 
approximately  40  miles  of  the  finest  seashore 
on  the  Atlantic  Coast. 

Salt  Pond  Visitor  Center,  Eastham,  located 
on  Route  6,  offers  an  orientation  film,  exhibits 
on  Cape  Cod’s  human  and  natural  history, 
ranger  programs  and  a bookstore.  For  current

Rules  S3  Regulations 


SHELLFISHING 

Permits  are  required  for  all  shellfishing  and 
taking  of  worms  and  are  available  at  the  Natu- 
ral Resources  Department  office.  Salt  Pond 
and  Salt  Pond  River  are  open  Sundays  only 
(see  schedule  page  79).  Other  shellfishing 
areas  are  open  daily  from  one-half  hour  be- 
fore sunrise  to  one-half  hour  after  sunset. 
The  areas  which  are  closed  to  Shellfishing,  and 
a complete  list  of  Shellfishing  regulations  are 
available  at  the  Natural  Resources  Facility. 

FISHING  AND  HUNTING 

Permits  are  required  for  fresh  water  fishing 
and  hunting.  Licenses  may  be  obtained  at 
Blackboard’s  Bait  & Tackle  (see  ad  page  52). 
No  license  is  required  for  salt  water  fishing. 

MOTOR  BOATS 

Motorboats  used  on  fresh  water  ponds  are 
subject  to  annual  inspection.  Inspection 
Saturday  9:00am  to  noon  at  the  Natural 
Resources  Department.  Maximum  horse- 
power, 3,  except  Great  Pond,  50.  Water-skiing 
on  Great  Pond  only  on  even  numbered  days.  A 
“spotter”  is  required  for  boats  towing  a skier. 
Jet  skis  are  permitted  on  Cape  Cod  Bay  only. 
Other  regulations  are  posted  at  Great  Pond. 

MOORINGS 

All  moorings  shall  be  registered  annually  with 
the  Natural  Resources  Department.  Appli- 
cations for  mooring  permits  and  a complete 
set  of  regulations  are  available  at  the  Natural 
Resources  Facility. 

OFF-ROAD  VEHICLES 

Off-road  vehicles  are  not  permitted  in  East- 
ham.  Off-road  vehicles  are  allowed  on  Nauset 
Beach  in  Orleans  and  the  National  Seashore 
beaches  in  Provincetown.  Permits  are  ob- 
tained after  the  vehicle  is  inspected.  In  Or- 
leans call  508-240-3775.  In  Provincetown,  call 
508-487-2100. 

BEACH  PARKING 

Stickers  or  daily  rates  apply  for  parking  at 
town-owned  beaches  on  Cape  Cod  Bay  or 
fresh  water  ponds.  Daily  fees  may  be  paid 
directly  only  at  Cook’s  Brook,  Campground, 
First  Encounter,  and  Wiley  Park  beaches. 


Stickers  are  available  at  the  Natural  Re- 
sources Facility  9:00am  to  4:00  pm  Monday 
through  Saturday  and  9:00am  to  Noon  on 
Wednesdays  from  Memorial  Day  Weekend 
through  Labor  Day  Weekend.  Weekly  stick- 
ers are  available  at  First  Encounter  Beach  on 
Sundays,  9am-4pm.

2.  Littering  or  discharging  refuse  on  the 
beaches  or  landings  is  prohibited.  No 
household  garbage  shall  be  deposited  in 
beach  receptacles. 

3.  Beach  parties  after  7:00pm  require  a 
permit  obtained  from  the  Chief  of  Police. 

4.  Dogs  are  not  allowed  on  any  town  beach 
from  June  15  thru  Labor  Day. 

5.  Picking  of  marsh  plants  and  any  other 
vegetation  is  prohibited.

Guides  on  board  explain  the  living  and 
feeding  habits  of  the  finback,  humpback, 
minke,  pilot,  and  right  whales  as  well  as 
of  the  seals  and  porpoises. 

You  can  see  spouts,  which  is  when  a 
whale  blows  air  out  of  the  blow  hole  on 
its  head.  If  one  of  them  seems  to  wave 
at  you,  wave  back—  this  is  called  spy 
hop.  If  you  are  really  lucky,  you  might  get 
to  see  a whale  breach-  this  is  when  it 
jumps  out  of  the  water,  sometimes 
completely,  ending  with  a huge  splash. 

Whatever  behaviors  you  may  witness 
on  your  whale  watch  you  are  sure  to 
learn  a lot,  and  not  to  mention,  have  a 
whale  of  a great  time!

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Biking  Trails  in  Eastham 


Eastham  boasts  two  bike  paths  that 
travel  through  remarkably  picturesque 
scenery.  Both  bike  paths  are  paved  and 
provide  an  opportunity  for  bicyclists  to 
enjoy  a very  special  encounter  with  Cape 
Cod’s  charm  and  beauty. 

Within  and  around  the  trails  are  heavily 
wooded  forests,  ponds  and  quiet  kettle 
ponds,  salt  marshes,  bogs,  winding  creeks 
and  sandy  beaches.

cte  THE  CAPE  COD  RAIL  TRAIL  (aka 
"The  Bike  Path”) 

This  twenty-four  mile  long  trail  starts 
on  Route  I 34  in  Dennis  and  ends  at 
LeCount  Hollow  in  Wellfleet.  It  travels 
the  entire  length  of  Eastham  along  what 
used  to  be  the  Penn  Central  Railway 
tracks.  Today  the  tracks  are  gone,  but 
the  convenience  to  all  of  Eastham  is  eas- 
ily accessible.  Just  off  the  path,  side  trips 
offer  ocean  and  bay  beaches,  fishing 
piers,  country  stores,  quaint  villages, 
parks,  picnic  areas,  lodging,  and  a vari- 
ety of  places  to  eat. 

JL  dte  NAUSET  BIKE  TRAIL 

This  trail  starts  at  the  Salt  Pond  Visi- 
tor Center  and  ends  2 ]A  miles  later  at 
Coast  Guard  Beach.  Magnificent  vistas 
of  the  salt  marsh  and  the  Atlantic  Ocean 
are  not  to  be  missed.

The  following  guidelines  should  help 
provide  a safe  and  enjoyable  biking 
experience  in  Eastham: 

• On  bike  trails,  cyclists  must  stay  to  the 
right  and  keep  children  from  wandering 
into  the  path  of  oncoming  bikes  or  suddenly 
stopping  on  the  paved  trail. 

• The  Rail  Trail  crosses  several  town  roads 
where  the  cars  have  the  right  of  way.  If 
there  is  a STOP  sign  on  the  trail,  riders 
MUST  STOP  Cyclists  do  not  have  the  right 
of  way. 

• Some  busy  roads  such  as  Brackett  Road 
in  North  Eastham  are  used  by  cyclists  to 
get  from  the  bike  trail  to  the  businesses 
near  Route  6.  Be  especially  careful  in  this 
area.  Ride  single  file  and  with  moving 
traffic.  Watch  children  carefully. 

• Route  6 is  too  dangerous  for  cyclists. 
Should  you  need  to  get  to  a place  on  that 
road,  you  are  advised  to  walk  your  bike  on 
the  sidewalk  from  the  nearest  side  road. 

• No  rider  or  walker  should  cross  Route  6 
anywhere  except  at  the  crosswalks  at  the 
stoplights.  Wait  for  the  WALK  signal  and 
cross  carefully. 

• In  addition,  bicyclists  in  Massachusetts 
have  the  following  responsibilities, 
according  to  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts  Driver’s  Manual,  Chapter  4, 
Rules  of  the  Road,  page  105: 

• Wear  clothing  with  bright  colors  or 
reflective  strips,  especially  at  night. 

• When  you  are  riding  a bicycle  on  public 
ways,  state  law  subjects  you  to  the  same 
basic  laws  and  regulations  that  apply  to 
motor  vehicle  operators. 

• You  must  obey  all  traffic  signs  and  signals, 
ride  single  file  with  the  flow  of  traffic,  and 
yield  to  pedestrians. 

• You  must  ride  on  the  right  side  of  the 
roadway,  unless  you  are  turning  left.  To  turn 
left,  signal,  look,  and  move  into  the  lane 
closest  to  the  center  line. 

• It  is  strongly  recommended  that  you 
avoid  listening  to  headphones  while  riding. 

• Before  entering  or  crossing  a roadway, 
you  should  stop,  look  left,  look  right,  and 
look  left  again  for  traffic — even  if  it  is  a one- 


way street. 

• When  preparing  to  merge,  stop,  or  turn, 
use  hand  signals  to  communicate  your 
intentions  to  other  roadway  users.  You  may 
use  either  hand  to  signal. 

• Use  an  audible  signal  bell,  horn,  or  your 
voice  to  warn  pedestrians. 

• For  nighttime  operation,  your  bike  must 
be  equipped  with  a white  headlight,  red 
taillight,  and/or  rear  reflector,  pedal 
reflectors,  and  side  reflectors.  In  addition, 
you  must  wear  reflective  ankle  bands. 

• You  may  use  sidewalks  outside  business 
districts,  unless  there  is  a local  ordinance 
prohibiting  it. 

• When  operating  on  a sidewalk,  you  must 
yield  the  right  of  way  to  pedestrians. 

• State  law  requires  that  all  bicyclists  1 6 
years  of  age  or  younger  must  wear 
approved  helmets  when  bicycling  or  riding 
as  passengers  on  public  ways  or  property. 
About  75%  of  bicycle-related  deaths  and 
disabling  injuries  could  have  been  pre- 
vented if  riders  wore  a proper  bike 
helmet.

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Eastham  Windmill 


Eastham's windmill  has  atypical  his- 
tory as  Cape  Cod  mills  go.  It  was 
built  around  1680  in  Plymouth  on 
Windmill  Hill  by  one  Thomas  Paine, 
a millwright  from  Eastham.  In  the 
1 770's,  sometime  before  the  Ameri- 
can Revolution  he  moved  it  across 
Cape  Cod  Bay  on  a barge  or  raft  to 
Truro. 

In  1793,  a Seth  Knowles  of 
Eastham  bought  the  mill  and  moved 
it  overland  to  a site  overlooking  Salt 
Pond.  In  1808  he  had  the  mill 
moved  to  its  present  site  where  it  worked 
until  1896.  It  was  then  purchased  by  the 
Village  Improvement  Society  to  be  used  as 
a library.  They  also,  occasionally,  ran  the 
mill  for  the  fun  of  it. 

By  1 928  there  were  only  two  mem- 
bers of  the  Society  left  and  they  persuaded 
the  Town  to  buy  the  mill  for  $500  and 
preserve  it  for  its  historic  value.  The  Soci- 
ety members  returned  the  money  to  the 
Town  as  a donation,  and  it  still  draws  in- 
terest to  this  day. 


In  1 936,  after  undergoing  extensive  re- 
furbishment and  repairs,  the  mill  reopened 
to  the  general  public.  In  1 980,  to  celebrate 
the  mill's  300th  birthday,  a Post  Office  was 
set  up  in  the  mill  to  cancel  postage  (wind- 
mill stamps  including  Eastham  issued  by 
the  USPS).  loday,  visitors  from  around  the 
world  enjoy  the  mill.  It  is  the  centerpiece 
of  Windmill  Weekend  each  year  and  is  a 
lovely  addition  to  the  Holidays  with  its 
arms  decked  out  in  colored  lights.

* THE  LADY  SUPPER  TRAIL  (F2) 
in  the  Wiley  Park  Conservation  Area  is  a 
walking  trail  through  the  woods  on  Great 
Pond  and  Bridge  Pond.  There  is  also  a beach 
at  Wiley  Park  (sticker  is  required).  Parking 
and  restroom  facilities  are  available. 

ft.  THE  NICKERSON  PROPERTY  (G2,  G3) 
is  25  acres  with  walking  trails  lying  between 
Bridge  Pond  and  Widow  Harding  Pond.  This 
is  where  Eastham’s  Herring  Run  flows  into 
Bridge  Pond  and  on  to  Great  Pond.  It  is  lo- 
cated on  Herringbrook  Road,  with  parking 
at  the  Cole  Road  Herring  Run. 

ft  SOUTH  EASTHAM 
CONSERVATION  AREA  - SECA  (J3) 
is  home  to  a rich  variety  of  habitats  sur- 
rounding three  small  ponds,  and  boasting 
some  unusual  tree  species.  Park  at  the 
trailhead  on  Peach  Orchard  Lane. 

ft  THE  MASSACHUSETTS  AUDUBON 
SOCIETY  WILDLIFE  SANCTUARY  (Al) 
in  Eastham  and  Wellfleet  has  five  unique 
walking  trails,  all  starting  at  their  Nature 
Center  and  crossing  through  forests,  mead- 
ows and  marshes,  including  a boardwalk  out 
to  Cape  Cod  Bay. 

ft  UPPER  BOAT  MEADOW  (J3) 
has  magnificent  walking  trails  through  wood- 
land, marsh  and  an  arboretum  of  specimen 
trees.  This  special  greenspace  abuts  the 


South  Eastham  Conservation 
Area  and  the  Cape  Cod  Rail  Trail 
bike  path.  Parking  and  access  are 
available  at  the  trailhead  on 
Smith  Lane  as  well  as  the  bike 
path  on  Rock  Harbor  Road  and 
at  Peach  Orchard  Lane. 

ft  COTTONTAIL  ACRES  (G3) 
is  18  more  of  Eastham’s  conser- 
vation land  with  hiking  trails 
through  meadows  peppered 
with  wildflowers  along  Herring 
and  Jemima  Ponds.  Enter  at 
Samoset  Road. 

ft  FORT  HILL  TRAIL  (H5) 
is  a one  and  one-half  mile  trail 
with  some  log  steps  on  slopes.  The  trail 
runs  through  the  Rural  Historic  District 
listed  on  the  National  Register  of  Historic 
Places.  This  walking  trail  offers  spectacular 
views  of  Nauset  Marsh,  the  Nauset  Spit  and 
the  Atlantic  Ocean.  Bring  your  binoculars 
for  some  wonderful  birding  opportunities. 

ft  RED  MAPLE  SWAMP  TRAIL  (H5) 
with  its  serpentine  boardwalk  gives  yet  an- 
other dimension  to  Cape  Cod  that  is  totally 
unexpected  compared  to  the  Outer  Cape’s 
general  landscape.  This  quarter  mile  walk  is 
most  colorful  in  the  fall.  A portion  of  this 
trail  is  wheelchair  accessible  via  Hemenway 
Landing. 

ft  NAUSET  MARSH  TRAIL  (F5) 
is  a half-mile  loop  that  skirts  Salt  Pond  and 
Nauset  Marsh  and  returns  through  transi- 
tional forest  and  fields.  The  area  is  well  suited 
for  studies  of  salt  marsh  ecosystems  and  up- 
land succession.  It  also  offers  excellent  bird 
watching  opportunities. 

ft  CEDAR  BANKS  TRAIL  (F5) 
is  a one  and  one-half  mile  hiking  path  that 
connects  to  the  Nauset  Marsh  Trail  and  con- 
tinues on  to  Coast  Guard  Beach. 

ft  BUTTONBUSH  TRAIL  (F5) 
is  a short  quarter-mile  multisensory  loop 
designed  for  the  blind  with  a rope  guide,  and 
interpretive  text  panels  in  Braille  and  large 
lettering.
